Dixon Park District Board, a 
supervised swimming program has 
been set up for certain residents 
erf the Dixon State School. 


On four mornings each week, 


Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday 
and Sunday, 60 residents of the 
school will be allowed use (rf the 
pool. 
Thi» group of children will be 


accompanied by at least one mem- 
ber of the school staff and they will 
be supervised in the pool by two 
certified life guards who have been 
hired by the State School. ' The 
pool will be closed to the public 
during those hours, 9 a.m. to noon. 


Each State School resident who 


to allowed to participate' in the 
program must pass a rigid phys- 
ical examination and be declared 
physically fit, Ed McGrath, edu- 
cational director, has informed 
as. The physcial exam is much 
stiffer than the requirements at 
the pool, McGrath .said. 
* • * . 


The Sunday program will b« 


supervised by volunteer help. The 
Bwimmers will be. recruited by Al- 
fred (Bud) Nichols, member of the 
Park District Board. He will per- 
sonally supervise the Sunday pro- 
gram. 


According to present plans, the 


three-hour period will be divided, 
with 30 or 35 children using the 
pool in each section. 


A chance to participate in 


"civilian" activities is extremely 
valuable to certain of the State 
School patients, who, by the way, 
have no pool of their own at the 
institution. Supervised play of 
this nature speeds the day when 
they can leave the school and be 
self-supporting. 
The first swimming classes be- 


gan Sunday morning. "Bud" Nich- 
ols, who supervised the periods, 
eaid the behavior of the children 
was "excellent."

screen and television actor, refused 
to say whether he had belonged to 
a Communist cell in Hollywood in 
1944. 


He said that other questions 


about relationships with admitted 
Communists was an invasion of his 
constitutional rights. 


Rep. Francis E. Walter (D-Pa.), 


chairman of the House Subcom- 
mittee of Un-American Activities, 
said as the hearing opened that 
it would seek to identify entertain- 
ment figures "who are or wrere" 
Communists. 


He said the object also is to ex- 


pose those "who are using or did 
use their influence to promote the 
objects of the Communist Party 
within the entertainment field." 


Tne committee, said, probably 


will be accused by some witnesses 
of being "an instrument of fear to 
be raised over the heads of the 
television and radio networks or 
the Broadway producers." 


Twenty-seven persons have been 


subpoenaed. 


Referring to previous red-hunting 


probes in Hollywood, Walter said 
it had been learned that ma.ny in- 
dividuals with knowledge of Com- 
munist activity returned from Hol- 
lywood to New York.

The United States, Britain and 


France are expected to confer 
early this week on the Soviet 
move. Over the weekend they wel- 
comed it as a step in the direction 
of reducing armaments but they 
were frankly suspicious of whether 
the Soviets would make the full 
cut and just what Russian inten- 
tions were. 


Ban-ing some surprise move that

Thinking. They seern. certain to go 
into the foreign ministers' confer- 
ence with Russia at Geneva Oct. 
27 in as strong a position as they 
held during the top-level talks last 
month.

prison in six weeks were releasec 
unharmed.

a few windows shattered by guards 
who fired tear gas into cell blocks 
to put down the riot, he said. 
| Shortly after" the rioting broke 


j out, prisoners released one officer- 
| hostage with word that "all sorts 


of dire consequences" would follow 
if prison authorities did not meet 
prisoners' demands. The inmates 
had full control of the prison at 
the time, the warden said. 


No Promises

agreed to release the other hos- 
tages. No promises

Delmore said.

the guards regained control of the 
prison.

Preston said today that Landorf 
was apparently killed instantly in 
the mishap, presumably of a brok- 
en neck. Preston continued the in- 
quest indefinitely—pending the re- 
covery of two Rtfck Falls women. 


Landorf's body, which left the 


Sofolo auto about the time of the 
almost head-on collision, was found 
beneath the rear of the second car 
which was driven by Mrs. Peters. 


Burrs said eye-witnesses told 


him that Sofolo's northbound auto 
was traveling at a high rate of 
speed and swerved "crazily" all 
over the road before striking the 
southbound Peters vehicle in its 
lane. 


Sofolo told Burrs that the acccl 


erator on his car stuck when he 
came over the top of the hill where 
the Rock Island road detour turns 
west and swerved to avoid collid 
ing with a slow-moving vehicle in 
the northbound lane. 


Attempted to Jump 


He also said that Landorf at- 


tempted to jump out of the car 
just before the impact with the 
Peters vehicle. 


Landorf, who had served two 


penitentiary sentences for forgery 
and larceny, was in the news re- 
cently when his 18-year-old bride 
charged that he assaulted his 15- 
months-old 
niece.

that she had lied about the assault.

Diane's peak winds are 115 miles 


an hour. Any wind of 75 miles ah 
hour or higher is of hurrican* 
force. Diane has a band of hurri- 
cane winds 230 miles in diameter 
around its center. 


The storm moved forward at 


8:30 a.m. (EST) today at a 15- 
mile pace with no indication ot 
slowing up. It was centered then 
a little more than 600 miles "east* 
southeast of Jacksonville, and waf 
moving toward the west-northwest.

about segregation are strong. Citi- 
zens Councils have been formed 
in at least four communities to 
fight the Supreme Court order 
a g a i n s t segregation in public 
schools.

Consumer Credit—How Far 


Can It Go?

Others may find that the lure of buying all their hearts de- 
sired—and" hiding the sad news by putting it on the cuff- 
has got them beyond the family's income depth.

The chances are, however, 
that credit rules may be tightened a little and lenders a little 
more curious about your financial prospects; 


This is because, up at the level of the deep thinkers, the 


administration and the natipn's bankers and the finance com- 
panies—and the merchants and manufacturers who have 


. been building a sales pyramid on consumer credit—have been 


looking at the debt total, too.

They view the problem from three angles: 
1. The size of the debt. Many fear its record total and 


recent rapid rise is a danger to the nation's economy—al- 
though admittedly it has played a star role in making times 
look as good as they do.

being made too easy and credit is being extended to persons 
whose ability to repay is questionable, especially if the econ- 
omy should get a jolt. 


3. The new attitude toward debt. Many see a postwar 


generation coining along which looks on debt as the accepted 
,way of living and never expects, nor wants, to be free of it.

At the end of 1939, Americans were carrying an install- 


• meat debt load of 4'^ billion dollars; and the total of per- 
isonal incomes after taxes was 70 billion a year. At the end 
•of 19-19 installment debt had risen to 14 billion, and dispos- 
l able income to 187 billion.

By the middle of last year installment debt had climbed 


^to 21 billion and disposable income to 254 billion. This sum- 
;mer installment credit spurted to 25 billion and disposable in- 
• come-to, an estimated 269 billion.

The Doctor Says 


Dropsy Is a Symptom 
Of a Serious Disorder 


By EDWIN P. JOKDAS, M.D. 


Two readers have recently writ- 


ten about dropsy. One, M.D., says 
that his aged mother is suffering 
from Uiis from the knees down. 
The other, Mrs. S-, is herself hav- 
ing a great deal of trouble of the 
same sort, apparently as the result 
of heart disease. 


It is not possible, of course, to 


rnake any specific recommenda- 
tions for either of these corres- 
pondents, but perhaps a general 
discussion of the subject will be 
helpful. 


What dropsy means is that there 


is an accumulation of fluids in the 
body which would normally be 
eliminated through, the kidneys. 
This causes swelling, and while it 
is not of itself painful, it is not 
pleasant. 


DROPSY, the medical name for 


which is edema, is not a disease 
but is usually a sign of some ser- 
ious underlying disorder of the 
body. 


One of the most common causes 


of dropsy is failure of the heart to 
pump as well as it should. The 
normally acting; heart pumps the 
blood through the blood vessels at 
a fairly even rate. 


The blood which flows through 


the kidneys is filtered by these 
organs so that fluids which should 
not be kept in the body are elimi-

since the heart does not have to 
work so hard when the body is 
not exerting. Many forms of heart 
disease can bring about this type 
of heart weakness, and it is not 
characteristic of any single form 
of heart disease. 


Another 
condition which 
may 


lead to dropsy is dimage to the 
kidneys. If they fail to remove 
the fluid arid other undesirable 
material from the blood, dropsy 
may result. 


In fact, one of the most severe 


forms of dropsy is that which 
comes in chronic Brig'ht's disease, 
or nephritis, which is inflammation 
of the kidneys. 


SOMETIMES DROPSY develops 


not in the legs only but elsewhere 
in the body, including the abdomi- 
nal cavity or the lungs. Under such 
circumstances, if the fluid cannot 
be removed by direct action on the 
heart or the kidneys, it may be 
necessary to remove some of the 
excess fluid by inserting a needle 
and drawing off the fluid through a 
syringe. 


This is a temporary measure but 


often relieves the situation enough 
so that the damaged heart or kid- 
neys function better "after it has 
been done. 


The accumulation of undesired 


fluid in the body from these two 
principal causes, or from some of 
the less common ones, is a serious 
sign. 
Improvement 
often 
takes 


place. 


However, the body is ordinarily 


so well run that minor difficulties 
with the heart or kidneys are tak- 
en""care of and the appearance of 
dropsy must be considered as a 
sign of something seriously wrong.

GENEVA—New I have been almost hounding you for MV«nl y«art 


with warnings that the unknown, distant, mysterious bureaucracy called 
the International Labor office was not "American." Our country pro- 
vides more of its budget than any other nation and American bureau- 
crats dominate the great palace on the shore of Lake Geneva wh«rt 
home 700 employes of all degrees and of many na- 
tions pursue a pleasant career of fussy, supercilious 
and expensive useJessnes*. 


The current general manager of this institution, 


which began as a subsidiary of .Woodrow Wilson's 
League of Nations, is David A. Morse, who has made 
a career of bureaucracy, mostly in the Roosevelt-- 
Truman regime. Morse has enormous gall. His 
personal publicity, writte:*, printed and circulated 
at our expense in publications of the 1LO, is im- 
modest to absurdity. 
After all, you never heard 


of Morse. 
Although I am a professional in such 


matters, I have been only faintly aware of him. And he is, in fact, a 
fellow of boundless unimportance if you use achievement as a measure 
of importance. 


Yet this Morse, now "director general of the Intel-national Labor 


office," aggressively fought for reinstatement under our civil service 
of a member of the Roosevelt-Truman cult of parasites who thereafter 
threw down his sponsors and apologists by absconding to Czechoslo- 
vakia behind the Iron Curtain. This absconder's name is George Shaw 
Wheeler. He had been once a friend and associate of many Roosevelt- 
Truman bureaucrats, including, I am puzzled to have to say, Maj. Gen. 
Philip B. Fleming. 


Phil was,graduate manager of 


athletics at West Point, with the 
rank of major of engineers, when 
the academy was putting on its 
'•program" of football back in the 
"Twenties and early 'thirties. Phil 
ran the Passamaquoddy dam job 
for Roosevelt, which proved to be 
a political fiasco at great public 
expense. He served in nine differ- 
ent jobs under Harold Ickes and 
admitted afterward that Ickes had 
been an overbearing, humiliating 
taskmaster. He even went to So- 
viet Russia on a professional mis- 
sion as a soldier and came back 
bedight. at last, in decorations and 
defending the Russians against 
non-appreciation by our people. 


General Fleming said the Nazis 


had thrown many Russian civilians 
down abandoned mines and shov- 
eled earth and rocks upon them. 
The Bolsheviks did that to Russian 
aristocrats many years earlier. 
And about 6.000 Polish officers, of 
General 
Eisenhower's 
potential 


army, were slaughtered by tne 
Russians at Katyn and buried in 
common trenches. 
The 
verified 


testimony of American officers to 
that effect -was stolen from Army 
Intelligence in the Pentagon soon 
after the war, destroyed and sup- 
pressed for years for the benefit of 
our Soviet enemy. 


General Fleming is only one of 


many individuals who laid it on 
the line that George Shaw Wheeler 
was a good American. 


Fleming said, in a letter to Harry 


B. Mitchell, president of the Civil 
Service Commission. Oct. 26,1945, 
that George Shaw Wheeler, then 
"on loan" to the Military Control 
Group, Berlin, Germany, "was em- 
ployed by me for 2 years when I 
was administrator of the wage and 
hour division of the Department of 
Labor." He, Fleming:, on the basis 
of 
"intimate 
knowledge," was 


"convinced that his '(Wheeler's) 
loyalty to our government is un- 
questioned." Fleming hoped that 
wheeler would be cleared because, 
'he said. "I believe him to be a 
good citizen." 


Roosevelt 
double-crossed 
Phil 


Fleming. He never made Chief of 
Engineers. But Morse really did 
go down the line for Wheeler. 
Morse first qualified himself as a 
character-witness by stating that, 
among other big jobs, he had been 
general counsel of the Labor Re- 
lations Board, in the days of the 
old Wagner Act, before Taft-Hart- 
ley. Through much of the era of 


j the Wagner Act, the Labor Rela- 
tions Board was rotten with Com- 
munist traitors planted there by 
known proteges of Felix Frankfur- 
ter. The plain policy of the Labor 
Board Reds was to destroy Amer- 
ican 
capitalistic 
economy 
and 


throw the nation into bloody revo- 
lution. 


Morse wrote that he wanted to 


indorse Wheeler as a man of high 


j integrity and unquestioned loyalty. 


"My observation of his work and 


habits has been close and careful.'' i nometrv. 


Morse said, and his continuation in 
his present post" (Chief, DeNazifi- 
cation Branch, U. S. Group Control 
Council, Germany) was. in his opin- 
ion, "of the utmost importance to 
our national interest."

verse which will have to wait over 
a day or two. 


Congressman Fred Busbey. of 


Chicago, 
a 
Republican 
patriot 


whose loyalty was rewarded with 
defeat last year, on May 17, 1954, 
on the floor of the House, said, 
"Everyone knows that a couple of 
years ago, he (Wheeler) and his 
wife voluntarily went behind the 
iron curtain the joint the Commu- 
nists." There are abundant other 
references to this in many Con- 
gressional proceedings. 


Busbey then recounted that on 


April 25, in a dispatch from Gene- 
va, the New York Times reported 
that Morse "denied any respons- 
ibility" for his indorsement of 
Wheeler. The Times said Morse 
explained "that he could only re- 
call that he had testified." Thera 
was a suggestion that he knew 
wheeler only vaguely and did not 
recall his actual endorsement.

lists and their journals and bring; 
them into the dining room and 
kitchen. There must be clearer 
the facts of foods and how they af- 
the facts of food and how they af- 
fect health. It isn't enough to say 
"this is the school's job. let the 
teacher look after it." Schools can 
help but by far the best opportun- 
ity to teach about eating is by 
the words and actions of parents 
in the home. 


We cannot expect children in 


schools to be impressed by fine 
teaching of nutrition if ' parents 
scoff at or ignore the practical 
realities of the problem. We need 
to improve nutrition practices in 
the home. We need to daily par- 
take of good food, in the right 
amount and in the right propor- 
tion. 


After .having attended our 4-H 


district camp as a counselor and 
serving food family style, I've had 
a real look at some of the food 
habits of youngsters. I wonder 
where they get some of their queer 
notions about food? At 4-H camp 
they certainly seemed to let the 
vegetables alone—especially cook- 
ed ones. I was also amazed at 
jello salads—many did not seem 
to care for them. Mixture.* of foods 
always put them on their guard. 
Have home-makers perhaps dump- 
ed some pretty awful things to- 
gether, so they aren't taking any 
chances. 


At a.ny rate, let's not let potty 


prejudices keep us from good food 
and good health. Remember, "eat 
smartly, be wise, better health, a 
worthy prize."* • •

From your prepared raw toma- 
toes, drain off as much juice as 
possible. 


Cook in a wide, shallow kettle. 


Avoid using iron utensils as iron 
discolors tomatoes. If you use 
enamehvare saucepans!, be sure 
they are not chipped. 


Use white vinegar and granula- 


ted sugar. Whole spices tied in a 
bag are better than ground spices. 
Paprika and red pepper add to the 
red color, too! Add .the- vinegar, 
sugar and salt- only after the to- 
matoes havfe cooked down to half

Pickle* 


If you want th« pickles you make 


to be top quality, take time to 
measure 
accurately. A bit too 


much or too little of this or that 
ingredient may result in pickles 
that you'll not be proud to serve. 


For example, salt is one ingre- 


dient that can cause 
difficulty 


unless 
you 
use 
the 
f. o i- r e c t 


amount. Too much salt 
often 


causes pickles to 'shrivel. If the 
brine is too weak, the pickl«s may 
become soft or slippery. 


Salt for pickles needs to be well 


selected, too. 
Avoid using: table 


salt since most brands now con- 
tain a material to prevent caking. 
This added ingredient tends to 
cloud the brine and give off-flavor 
to pick'.es. Coarse salt is unsuit- 
able too. It dissolves slowly and is 
difficult to distribute as evenly as 
the finer salt; 


For best results, weigh the salt 


rather than 
measure it. Some 


salts are more bulky than others.

munist truce inspectors to get out 
of Korea continued today but dem- 
onstrations quieted as Koreans 
celebrated the 10th anniversary of 
their liberation from Japan. 


President Syngman Rhee Sunday 


opened the celebrations 
with a 


speech attacking American policy 
in Asia and restating his determi- 
nation to remove the neutral na- 
tions supervisory commission from 
Korea. 
Koreans claim the Com-

the NNSC's truce inspection 


teams are spies. 


Addressing 10.000 in Seoul sta- 


dium Sunday. Rhee said President 
Eisenhower had enunciated a new 
U. S. policy at Geneva—one advo- 
cating a new "peace of mutual for- 
bearance." 


Rhee urged the free world to 


abandon any drift toward this or 
any other "status quo" policy and 
instead "roll back the Iron Cur- 
tain from areas it has illegally 
engulfed." 


''The real problem," he said, 


"is not how to achieve peace but 
how to deal effectively with Com- 
munist aggression." 


For her part. South Korea would 


insist upon "the liberation of North 
Korea" in any future negotiations, 
he declared. 


Halfway through his speech, a 


loud-speaker car began an anti- 
NNSC harangue outside the sta- 
dium.

Rhee, looking angrily around. "If 
someone else speaks I will not."

rino has chosen to remain a Com- 
munist isle in Western Europe for 
four more years. 


Ninety-seven San Marinepo who 


New York and 
Sandusky, Ohio, failed in their 
nth-hour transatlantic attempt to 
win their countrymen 
over 
to 


Western democracy in Sunday's 
election. 


Instead, the Communists and 


their Socialist allies won a stun- 
ning: victory in this 38-mile-square 
hilltop nation, perched in the Apen- 
nines inside Italy's border. 


The Reds and Socialists — their 


political machine entrenched here 
since 1945 and operating: with mili- 
tary precision— literally carried the 
old, halt and blind to the 13 polling 
places. 


Get Fr«« Trip* 


To counteract the influx of cru- 


saders from America, the Com- 
munists1 gave hundreds of sympa- 
thetic San Marino workers free 
trip* home 
f r o m 
B e l g i u m , 


France, Switzerland and Italy. 


Under San Marino law, former 


residents who have not become 
citizens of other countries 
are 


eligible to vote. 


The Reds probably will control 


37 seats in the 60-seat legislature, 
the Grand Council. Previously they 
had held only 31. The Council 
elects the two captain regents who 
head the government. 


Final results today showed the

shortly after his disappearance. 


State Police Capt. Leroy R. Hunt
